PERMANENT PRIVATE’S 
RANK FATE OF GENIUS 
IN ARMY OF TODAY 


There has been a great deal 
written and broadcast via ra- 
dio and TV in recent weeks 
regarding the young Army 
private, a mathematical geni- 
us, who was assigned as a file 
clerk at the Army Chemical 
Center, Edgewood, -Md. 

This case brings into sharp 
focus in my mind one of the 
many injustices and misuses 
of ability I personally wit- 
nessed while serving in the 
army in 1955-56 at Aberdeen 
Proving Ground, Md., another 
top secret army post only six 
miles from the Chemical cen- 
ter. 

My recollection is of a close 
friend, who in his late twen- 
ties holds a doctorate degree 
in mathematics and is an in- 
structor in mathematics at the 
University of Utah. Drafted 
into military service from his 
college faculty position, he was 
sent to APG and put to work 
in one of the highly secret 
laboratories. He was doing the 
type of work he should have 
been doing, and was deeply 
interested and dedicated. 

The army can be credited 





with placing him in valuable] 


work in his field. 

But what was his reward? 
Unlike most draftees, he was 
conscientious and put forch’ 
top-rate effort in his army as- 
signment. So the army let him 
remain a_ private for two 
years. About two weeks before 
he was to be discharged from 
the army, he finally received 
his promotion to private first 
class.

ated in this manner. The story 
behind his permanent status 
as a private revolved dbout 
the government’s civil service 
(civilian) employes, who were 
his superiors in a particular 
department, and for some pet- 
ty reasons would not recom- 
mend him for promotion. Had 
he appealed his case in Wash- 
ington, he would have been 
vindicated but his personal 
code of ethics would not al- 
low him this action. 

A man of his calibre, train- 
ing and experience, should not 
be so treated in our armed 
services. But such cases are 
not rare. He was, without 
doubt, head ‘and _ shoulders 
above his civilian associates 
in that department, and this 
probably explains why he re- 
mained a private. It is em- 
barassing to most civilian de- 
partment heads and army of- 
ficers to have enlisted men 
under them with  supérior 
brains, education, training and 
ability. And if you want an 
example, you can almost pick 
at random any private, Pfc. 
or Sp 3/c in several of the 
technical companies at either 
of the two previously men- 
tioned army centers. 

Perhaps my point is that a 
man cannot do his best work, 
even if he is assigned in his 
field, unless he has peace of 
mind and some reward. Liv- 
ing in the squalor a private’s 
pay permits a married man 
and wasting time on the ar- 
my’s psuedo-training efforts 
are not conducive to such ‘‘best 
effort’.

Great Changes Ahead For 
Area Around College Site 


A few paragraphs in the newspaper tell us that 
work is going to be started soon on the construction 
of a new campus for Chaffey college. 


The few lines may pin-point the news story but 
that statement does not emphasize the great trend in 
development that is involved. Facilities for the educa- 
tion of 2,000 day-time students cannot be located at a 
desolate hillside spot without affecting many, many 
families and many, many hundreds of acres of land. 


The college itself will become a real major educa- 
tional center. As small colleges go, a student body of 
2,000 students is quite sizeable. In addition, the adult 
enrollment for special and night classes is likely to 
exceed the day-time enrollment. 


So, the 200 acre campus snuggled on the side of 
our majestic mountains in the Alta Loma-Etiwanda 
area is going to become one of the most important 
community-wide locations. Formal ground - breaking 
Ceremonies are scheduled for next March — five 
months hence. From then on, work will proceed on 
the 20 or more buildings, 


A new high school campus is also scheduled to 
be placed in the general Alta Loma-Cucamonga-Eti- 
- wanda location. All of which means that as years 
come and go, education-minded facilities are going to 
be interested in home sites not far from this new edu- 
cational center. 


So, as the huge earth-moving giants are at work 
in getting the new campus site in readiness, you can 
very definitely forecast the coming of many changes 
in the present “grape vineyards” that now cover the 
area.
